Somo 
people imagine 
thnt 


children should not sing much before thoy 
arrive nt tho ond of ohildhood. If children 
aro properly instructed in tho use of thoir 
vocnl organs no hnrm will result, but on the 
contrary, much benefit lo thoir health will 
ensue. Tho greatest dnngor lies iu singing 
much when tho voico is undergoing tho 
nnturnl ohnugo. Thoro is no rulo regulating 
tho n'go at which n boy's voico changes, 
borne boys' voices ohnngo nt twelve yenrs of 
ago nnd others hnvo been known to retain 
thoir soprano or nlto voioo until they were 
eighteen. Thero is also no rule ns to tho 
length of time thnt it takes for o boy's 
voico to settle after it breaks. In some 
cases it takes sovoral years, nud instances 
hnvo been known when tho voioo bns set- 
tled B few months after its change. Mr. 
Oeorgo Simpson, tho celebrated tonor of 
Grnoo Ohureh, Now i'ork, wns n wonderful 
alto singer when a boy, but bis voico gradu- 
ally changed in compass, yot novor "broke." 
Ho did not hnvo to atop singing n single 
dny. 
This is n rare experience, however. 


Thoro is no doubt that tho most eminent 


vocalists of tho day, both male nnd female, 
wore remarkable singers when children. 
Tbo writer has tnkpu tho pains to look into 
tbo history of various vocal celebrities in 
order to ascertain whether thoy used tneir 
singing voioo much when children. 


Mine. Calnlani, who bns probnbly tho 


most wonderful soprnuo voico over known, 
nt thirteen yonrs of ago mado a great sonsn- 
tion with hor singing, nnd nstonished all 


Mine. Soiling inndo hor first appearance 


Bosio 
made her debut in opora at fifteen.

Pntti, tho most nccomplishod soprano nl 
present on the operatic stage,bng boon sing- 
ing in public over since sho wns seven years 
old. 
When nine years of ago sho snng tho 


most difficult onvntinnH at concerts through- 
out the United States. 


John Brnhnin, who had probably tho most 


wonderful tonor voioo England over pro- 
duced, nt ton years of age snng soprano and 
oxocntod with oaso tho most florid operatic 
music. lUibini, ouo of tho greatest tenors 
tho world over hoard, when n boy. wns a 
wonderful singer nud appeared in opora. 
Carl Formes, tho great Gorman basso-pro- 
fundo, was also noted ns n romnrknblo boy 
soprano. Vory fow instances cnn be re- 
called of great singers who did not display 
remarkable vocal talent in childhood. In 
this conuooliou ninny will recollect tho ns- 
tonishing soprano voico of Itichnrd Colter, 
who sovornl yonrs ago innde such n sensa- 
tion in thin country. For fulness of tone 
nnd compnss of voico ho has hnd few, if 
nny, rivals. It is raid thnt he nt present 
bns n high baritone voico, although he has 
not npponrcd nt concerts in this country 
sinco bin voioo changed, hut linn sung in 
opora in Italy with micooss.

ness of tone nnd remarkable accuracy of in- 
tonation, combined with great flexibility of 
execution, Mnstor William II. Loo, now a 
resident cf Boston, is also n noted example 
of tho perfection to which ft boy soprnuo 
voice mny arrive by cultivation.

Tbo Paris system of firo extinction is 
a mere burlesque compared tn that of New 
York, nud tho cost of its rnaiutonauco a 
mero bngntello beside it. 
Paris has double 


tho population of Now York, and nearly, it 
not quite, twice as many buildings. 
Yot bv 


tho enforcement of sensible building laws", 
ond tbo avoidance of incendiary structures, 
tho fire losses in Paris aro loss than ono- 
.half those of Now York. Had Now York's 
fire losses nnd tho cost of firo departments 
last year boon proportionate to thoso of 
Paris, Now York would havo saved upwards 
of 92,000,000. Thoro is cortainly n profit 
in fire-proof buildings.—[Insurance Specta- 
tor.
